THE WORLD’S GREATEST TELESCOPE. 


The astronomical world is de ‘lighted because a Cali- 
fornian has given $60,000 for the construction of an 
8-foot telescope, which will be by far the largest in 
the world, and which is expected to add enormously 
to our knowledge of the stellar universe. It is to be 
of the reflector type, one with which only scientific 
men are familiar. It contains no ‘barrel’ like the 
ordinary type, but the rays fall directly on a mirror, 
which throws the image back to be viewed with an 
object glass from the side. For stellar work and 
particularly for photography this is by far the best 
type of instrument,,and astronomers have for years 
wanted a large one. 

lt is believed that this instrument will pierce into 
space many times beyond what is possible with exist- 
ing telescopes, says the Philadelphia Inquirer. As the 
fecal length of it will be nearly three hundred feet, it 
can be seen that its power is to be enormous, so that 
possibly hundreds of millions of stars and nebulae 
may be added to those at present known, while it 13 | 
believed that it will reveal changes’ in.some of the 
larger and nearer nebulae, so as to give us an idea 
of the way in which worlds are developed. Also it 
will greatly add to our knowledge of the moon. 

It will take four years to complete this instrument. 
as probably twenty failures in getting a perfect disk 
of glass may be expected before success is achieved.

N a recent paper read before the Institu- 

| tion of Naval Architects some thrili- 
ing details were given by Simon Lake. 

the well-known marine engineer and invent- 
or, tn. regard to experiments conducted un- 
der the auspicees of the United States Gov- 
ernment during the dozen or so years of its 
active interest in’ submarine vessels. The 
following are excerpts from Mr. Lake’s 


paper: 
BY SIMON LAKE. 

ECENT experiments have proved the practica- 
R bility of sending submarines of the non-div- 

ing type through unseen narrow, tortuous 
passages right up to the docks of fortified basins 
while lookouts were being maintained. The sub- 
marine may carry mines and plant them right under 
the guns of the most powerful forts or ships. The 
latest method of applying the sighting instrument 
makes it possible to run the vessel below the sur- 
face so that not a ripple is seen, even in smooth 
water. The sighting instrument, without changing 
the level ‘and depths of the boat, may be extended 
above the surface and -.quickly withdrawn for the 
purpose of taking an observation. This may be ac- 
ccmplished in less than two seconds. It would prob- 
ably not be necessary to expose the ghting instru- 
ment more than once or twice for a few seconds’ 
duration while making a submerged attack. 
The standard of requirements set up by the Govern- 
ment in 1893 for guidance of submarine experiments 
was as follows: First, safety; second, facility and 
certainty of action when submerged; third, speed 
when running on the surface; fourth, speed when 
submerged; fifth, endurance,’ both submerged and on 
the surface; sixth, offensive power; seventh, sta- 
bility, and, eighth, visibility of object to be at- 
tacked. 
There are official records of 24 accidents to sub- 
marine vessels, seven of which have been attended 
with fatal results—117 lives having been lost. In 
looking over the list of accidents it is plain that the 
greatest number of lives have been sacrificed by rea- 


gon of four causes, and, taking these in the order 


of their fatal responsibility, we have: First, lack 
of longitudinal stability; second, carelessness; third, 
explosions, and fourth, collisions. As asphyxiation 
has come very near to producing fatalities in sevy- 
eral instances, it may be considered as the fifth 
cause. 

The Argonaut, my second submarine boat, worked 
gatisfactorily in the rivers tributary to the Chesa- 
‘peake, and also during our runs in the bay itself. 
It was finally- decided to take her out to the open 
sea and to test her in rough weather—something 
which had not until then, so far as my knowledge 
Our first 
attempt at submergence was made five miles off the 
Virginia’ coast at a depth of about thirty-five eet. 
Tt was found that the wave motion reached evcn to 
the waterbed, and, in attempting to propel the boat 
she would strike the bottom and rebound to the sur- 
face, owing to the lifting effect of the submarine 
Waves or ground swell.

About Diamond Fields

Geologists tell us that it is of recent geological 
formation, and that a microscopic examination often 
discloses in its substance minute plants and vegetable 
fibers. And yet we have an account of the diamond 
by Pliny the Younger, who lived in the first century, 
having been born A. D. 62, and since then we have 
accounts in several of the early centuries of the dia- 
mond being found in many of the countries of the 
world as then known. in later centuries this precious 
stone has been found on all the continents and in al- 
most every country of the globe. 

The Great Mogul, which weighs 792 carats, was the 
largest diamond in known existence until a few years 
ago, when Pope Pius IX received from “Oom Paul,” 
the then President of the late Transvaal Republic, a 
diamond weighing 971% carats, or about seven and 
one-fourth ounces avoirdupois. It therefore weighs, 
uncut, nearly half a pound. (A diamond of ordinary 
size for a ring weighs one carat.) It was found in 
the Jagrsfontine mines and ig valued at $1,000,000. 
This‘monster stone is of a bluish-white cast and prac- 
tically perfect—its only blemish being a tiny spot in 
the center that is so Small as to be invisible to the 
naked eye. 

Diamonds are found principally in India, Brazil, 
Borneo, New South Wales, the Ural Mountains, occa- 
sionally in a few places in the United States; and, 
most recently of all, in New Zealand and Tasmania. 
Scuth Africa outranks all other localities in im- 
portance, in fact, the total yield of that region is as 
much as twice the whole previous product of the 
world. 

Diamonds have been found in six of seven of our 
American state8—in regions generally remote from 
each other, in a belt of country lying along the east- 
ern base of the Alleghanies, from Virginia to Georg- 


ja, along the western base of the Sierre Nevada and 


Cascade ranges, Northern California and Oregon; 
and, more recently, in Wisconsin and Michigan. They 
have been found in loose deposits of earth and grav- 
el, in which has also been found monazite, also ana- 
tcse, garnets, zircorns, iron sands, and gold. In the 
Georgia and North Carolina region and on the Pacific 
Coast, these deposits are the debris of the crystalline 
rocks of the surrounding mountains and ere very 
similar in their general appearance. 

Diamond crystals are found only very occasionally 
and then generally on the surface of the ground, or 
in the miner’s search for gold—either in placer mining 
or in the flumes and sluices of hydraulic workings. 
In Michigan and Wisconsin they are found In the gla- 
cial drift and the likelihood is that all come from 
some region of the Northeast where there are perido- 
tite intrusions. This seems to be the accepted theory 
of the scientists. One diamond find in Michigan Is 
situated only 30 miles from Chicago, 

The largest diamond ever found in the United 
States weighs 23 carats. The general opinion of scien- 
tists is that no diamond flelds of any consequence 
exist anywhere in the United States.

Most of this loss was due to e xposure 
of the cotton to the elements in the 
streets of cotton centers like Memphis 
while awaiting transporiation. The rall-

blamed. Thousands and thousands of 

ales of cotton have tain in one place, 
after bills of lading were Issued. 

All winter. long cotton has been 
‘sheltered in the streets. Fain, hail 
enow have fallen, Titeratily soaking 
product until it has rotted like a 
cayed apple. The warehouses 
overcrowded. 

After the rush season this cotton has 
been spilled out and allowed to dry.

“Turning the soil for » railroad caused 
a malarial fever epidemic among the 
natives and many of our own party 
were etricken while working -in_ the 
mountains. I sold my electric franchise 
to the Government and it was consoli- 
dated with the street railway system 
in Bangkok. Now the King is build- 
ing his own railways with the aid of 
American, German and English engi- 
neers. 

His Harem a Nuisance, 

“I would correct the American idea 
of the harem. Chulalongkorn has one 
wife. She is the Queen of Siam. Then 
he has the harem—it’s merely a cuys- 
tom of a thousand years’ standing and 
must be dealt with gently before it 
can be eliminated, but I have heard the 
King of Siam say his thharem is a nuis- 
ance. He has never defended the cus- 
tom. 

“The prominent families of Slam send 
their favorite daughters to the harem 
of the King. He says it is distasteful. 
During my stay in Siam IT have known 
the King to select a bunch of beauties 
from the harem and return them to 
their parents with thanks. fe would 
break it gently to the parents, saying 
the harem was too crowded. 

“TI was amazed at the normal dévelop- 
ment of the country, after an awaken- 
ing. Thirteen years ago the only reve- 
nue the Government had was the mon- 
ey received from the sale of gambling 
rights. This custom has been reduced 
by 75 per cent and the rights sold year- 
ly are being held down to the limit of 
revenue needed. Other revenues can- 


not be bullded in a day, but five years 
hence will the ‘lid’ on in Siam. 


Criminal Laws His Hobby. 


“Some years ago the King secured 
Peot. Strobel as a confidential advisor, 
Strobel was then occupying the chair 
of international law at Harvard and 
went to Siam only on a most attractive 
offer. He lives in a palace and draws 
a royal salary and is the King's boon 
companion. There are but 3000 foreign- 
ers in Siam, 200 of whom are Americans.

‘"The criminal laws, devised by Prof.

There is less murder 
there than in the United States and

But the one high crime, the most com- 
mon crime and that most harshly pun- 
ished, is theft. The King spends much 
of his time with Strobe! devising means 
to eheck the general thievery of his 


country.

WAS MORE FOR GLORY*THEN 





If any one of the contrasts in the 
ring is to be especially commented upon 
at present it isthe difference in finan- 
cial status prevailing among some of 
the men who are on the center of the 
stage just at present and that exist- 
ing a few years ago. Take Abe Attell, 
for instance. When he won from George 
Dixon in the fall of 1901 he had just 
been brought from the West by Jack 
McKenna. 

Attell had made quite a reputation 
in a mild way, by fighting a couple of 
draws from Dixon, but no manager had 
come forward to claim him. «McKenna 
picked him up and decided to take him 
East. He had found Abe hanging 
around Young Corbett’s training quar- 
ters In Denver. 

Abe fought Harry Forbes once and 
Broad a couple of times in st. Louis, 
and then went on with Benny Yanger. 
This was the biggest house he had 
battled before in his career, :the re- 
ceipts being more than $4000. Yanger 
got the verdict, the police stopping. the 
fight in the nineteenth. Out of the 
amount won Attell received exactly $15. 
Today Abe is able to draw down $1500 
for a six-round go in Philadelphia and 
is credited with making money rapidly. 

Mike. Schreck, who can now com- 
mand a faipsized sum in-any battle, 
fought one Of the hardest scraps of his 
career. in January, 1902, at St. Louis, 
with Hugo Kelly. The first went 15 
round and there was a total of $7000 in 
the house. The fighters divided $400. In 
their next go they drew $8000. Today 
the same fight would draw more than 
that many thousands on the coast. 

Jack (Twin) Sullivan, after fighting 
to small houses with Jack O’Brien at 
Philadelphia “and Boston in 1903. went 
to St. Louls In ‘19%4. O’Brien had never 
appeared there and was a drawing card.

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Hope to Check Speculation, 

Once this organization is effected, the 
farmers will attempt to correct two 
conditions which they believe to be 

. chiefly responsible for an unstable wheat 
market: the speculative operations of 
the ‘“‘pits,”’ and the practice-of the farm- 
ers themselves in ‘“‘dumping”’ their crops 
upon the market in the harvest season. 
‘The removal of these influences, say the 
promoters of the new movement, will 
make the dollar mark the standard in 
the wheat market of the future. 

The vital part of the plan, on its prac- 
tical side, consists in an agreement 
among the producers to retain their 
‘crops in their own hands or under 
their own control. To this end. details 
of procedure have been outlined by 
the central society, covering the main- 
tenance of society elevators and storage 
warehouses, with the issuance of ware- 
house receipts available as loan col- 
lateral, thus enabling the growers to 
finance the handling of their crops and 
to hold their grain without losing the 
use of their capital. The profits of this 
handling and financing they propose to 
keep to themselves, instead of turning 
them over to middlemen and others.
